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The Sarratt Trial,
Taosn who have followed the testimony iu the
trial of Johm Surratt, mow taking place in
Washington, will find it difficult, if not im-
poaaible, to doubt that his mother, Mra. Sur-
rait, was thoroughly implicated in the con-
spiracy to assassinate Mr. Linooln. Hor houss
in Washington was the regular rendesvous of
Booth, Atzerolt, and Payne, with whom her
gon was op the most intimate terms. Bhe is
proved to have expressed & desire for the death
of the President while she lived in Maryland.

On the night of the assassination, and shortly -

after that event occurred, she raised her win-
dow, put out her head, and asked a passer-by
what had ocourred down town. These and
other facts, brought out on her own trial, and
during the present one, leave no doubt that
ghe was fully apprised of the contemplated
assassination, and contributed to its perpetra-
tion. Her reticence during her trial, and her
refusal to make any confession, was, donbt-
losa, owing to her knowledge of the fact that
her own son, as well as other partive whom
she wished to soreen, wounld be implicated
thereby.

Should Burratt himself be convioted—and it
dees not seem possible for him to escape—ha
may make a full confession, and thus unravel
the deep mystery which surrounds the assassi-
nation. Bhould he do so, we have no doubt
that the most startling revelations would be
made. That terrible affair was not the creation
of asingle mind. If the truth is ever told, it
will be found that Booth himsell was but the
instrument of higher and more responsible
parties. Had the assassination oocurred, as it
was doubtless planned to ocour, before the fall
of Richmond, and the final collapse of the Re-
bellion, the world would have better under-
gtood the character of the transaction, Doubt-
lesa the time, place, and manner of the assassi-
nation were left to the judgment of the imme-
diate assassing, but that the entire scheme was
known, endorsed, and planned by the ohief
men of the Rebellion, we have naver had the
shadow of a doubt. Subsequent events have
raised suspicions of a atill wider eomplicity in
the wretched business, but probably that is a
secret which will never ba revealed.

& Judge” Abell’s Letters.

Tae * Judge” Abell whom Sheridan removed
seems Lo have an irrepressible desire to rush
into print. No amount of palaver, however,
by this man will change the public judgment
in regard to him. His letters themselves show
him to ba a thoroughly bad man. For instances,
in the one we published yesterday he has the
impudence to assert that the Convention was
the caunse of the bloody New Orleans riot, and
to defend the infamons action of the Grand
Jury of that city, which, instead of indioting
the murderers, indicted the innocent parties
who had suffered outrage at their hands. Now
the Convention was the csuse of the riot in just
thia sense and in no other, viz., in the sense that
the possession of money is the “‘cause’ of rob-
bery, or that the doing of an innocent and
lawful act is often the ‘‘cause,”” as in this
instance, of mob violence and outrage. But
we believe this Abell is the first person pre-
tending to the title of & Judge who has pub-
lioly held that, in the case of robbery, not
the guilty robber, but his innocent victim,
is the real oriminal. This letter alone is
enough to show that Sheridan had good cause
to remove the man. The fact that Abell
seems unconscious. of the infamy of his posi-
tion and aotion, is additional evidencs of his
unfitnegs for the office which he so thoroughly

General Sheridan has but done his duty in
New Orleans, The people endorse him
thoroughly, and will stand by him. They
would have endorsed his aoction had he
gone still farther with the infamous abettors
and authors of that bloody and disgraceful
massacre.

The Difference Between Rebellion and
Civil War.

Camy Justios Caasg a fow days singe de-
livered at Raleigh, North Carolina, a highly
important decision, which is of deep interest,
both because of its ruling in & personal case
and of its national application. The facts are
these:—A oltizen of North Carolina, previous to
the outbreak of the war, gave his mnote to a
oitizen of Pennsylvaunia, When the war broke
out the Confederate Government made him pay
to it the value of that nots, and receipted for
it under the act passed by the Rebel Congreas
to sequestrate the effeots of allens. The Penn-
gylvanian sued for the recovery of the
dobt, which was refused by the North Osrolinian
on the ground that he paid it to a de fucto
Government, and henoe it is cancelled. The
Chisf Justios denfed that such was the case,
aud gave a declsion in favor of the plaintif,
This devislon is of interest, because it settles
the question of the psyment of debis con.
tracted before the war, but of much more vatge
because of its settlement of the guestion of
civil war and treason. Bpeaking of this qles-

tion, the Chief Justios snys: —
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mense afforis and Immonss oxponditares of
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Thua this vexed question {5 sel at rest;
for, although the defendants have an appeal,
yot there i no doubt but that the views of
Judge Chase will be afirmed by the full benol.
It is based on law and logio, and is the firat
instance of the kind which has come under
the legal jurisdiction of the Cirenit Conrts
since the termination of the war. [t was also
fully assented to by Judge Brooks, Distriot
Judge of North Carolina, and a native of that
Blate.

Tur New York World to-day adds its com-
monta lo those of the Zribune and Times,
already published, in regard to the conduot of
the Common Council of this vity :—

*“The alaerity of the clties of New Euogland
through whieh the President Is to pass on his
wiay Lo and from Boston to proffer the courteay
due to his officlal position Is exceedingly com-
mendable, and puts Lo shnme Lhe conductof the
Common Conneil of Philadelpbia in rejecting o
proposiilon Lo welcome him on his ‘punno
through that elty. This actlon of Boston and
other New LEngland cilles ia the more notloe-
able, because it ls no secret thal thie people of
thal section are stoutly opposed to the polltical
views held by thie President, As il is l.llalpnpl.t-
lar thiog nowadays to urge the extens
New Eogland ideas southward, it is to be re-
gretted that the (dea of ruwim; proper respeoct
townrds the Chief Magisirale of the nation has
ngl. yol been pushed as far south as Philadel-
phila.”
